How  it  operates! 


A small  pear-shaped  opening  at 
the  bottom  of  the  seed-holder 
regulated  by  a spring,  exposing  the 
point  of  opening  only  for  the  finest 
seeds.  This  opening  can  be  corre- 
spondingly enlarged  according  to 
the  size  of  the  seeds  to  be  sown. 

The  seed-sower  is  held  in  the  left 
hand  with  the  feeder-tube  extend- 


ing over  the  back  of  the  hand.  A 
light  tapping  with  the  second  finger 
of  the  right  hand  on  the  end  of  the 
second  finger  of  the  left  gently  im- 
pells  the  seed  through  the  tube  in 
regular  order.  (See  illustration.) 

N.  B. — In  operating  the  spring 
slide  take  care  to  see  that  it  moves 
with  the  curve  of  the  bowl.  If  it 
seems  stiff  at  first  a few  moments’ 
practice  will  enable  it  to  slide  in 
the  groove  easily  and  efficiently.
